_. LONDON, March 14—There is much re- 
Jjoicing in the British army at the prospect 
of another Campaign in the Soudan, in spite 
of past,experiences with the flerce, tireless 
troops of the Mahdi and the recent defeat 
of the Italians by the Abyssinians. That a 
British-Egyptian advance on the Nile from 
Wady Halfa on Dongola has been deter- 
mined upon is no longer in doubt. All the 
British officers of the Egyptian agmy who 
have been absent om leave have been or- 
dered to return to their posts immediately 
and a dispat from C announces that 
the Connaught Rangers have alréady been 
ordered to Wady Halfa. The proposed cam- 
paign has been impending for a year 2 
although it was undoubtedly precipitat 
by the crushing defeat of Gen, Baratierl at 
Adowa which, it is believed, must have a 
depressing effect upon the prestige of Euro- 
pean arms and may, consequently, lead to an 
advance northward of thé Dervishes. But 
the real’ reason for the campaign now being 
prepared at the British war office may be 
found in the fact that Egypt will never be 
secure from attack and disaster so long as 
the Mahdi’s power remains unshattered. 
Although the relief of Kassala may be the 
outward cause of the British advance, the 
possession of the fertile regions about Don- 
gola, which furnish a wealth of supplies to 
the alifa, is what Great Britain fs really 
after, and there is little doubt that an at- 
tempt to capture the Mahdi stronghold, Om- 
n, will follow.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 14.—Obser- 
vations of Perrine’s comet made at the 
National Observatory to-night show that 
it is traveling from the earth in a southerly 
direction very r y, and growing per- 
ceptibly fainter. 

To-night it was searcely half as bright 
as two nights ago, and its position was 
determined as 47% degs. north declination 
and 3 hours 15 minutes right ascension. Dur- 
ing the period of two days it has increased 
its position about 20 degs.. fh the right as- 
cénsion and the déclination lessened by a 
half degree. 

It is still an open question whether the 
stranger is traveling in a parabolic orbit 
in the direction of an elongated ellipse, as 
the difference in itg travel in this respect 
from the last observation was too slight to 
warrant any definite. conclusion. In the 
latter case it will again return to view, 
but otherwise it will pass beyond observa- 
tion and become lost in space. 

Rough calculations indicate that it will 
disappear in about @ month. It has been 
moving further away from the earth stead- 
ily since about Feb. when it was nearest 
the earth, the distance being about 36,000,- 
000 miles.

BAD CASE OF TETANUS, 


John Armstrong Will Probably Die 
From an Abrasion Of the Skin. 


John Armstrong, 60 years old, is at the 
City Hospital, suffering from a peculiar 
and violent case of tetanus, or lockjaw, and 
will probably die. 
The case is one of the most remarkable 
ever seen in St. Louis, and is attracting 
considerable ‘attention. 

Armstrong is already merging into the 


stage that almost invariably proves fatal. 

This stage is known to the medical fra- 
ternity as opisthotonos,or upward curvature 
of the body, so that only the head and 
heels serve as supports. The muscles be- 
come 80 d that no power can force the 
body into a horizontal position without 
breaking the bones. Finally ‘the muscles 
of the thorax harden and cease to act, and 
death ensues. 

Armstrong's body had already commenced 
to cure when he was taken to the City 
Hospital at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 

The old man’s family reside in Belle- 
fontaine, O. He has been in the city a 
year, and roomed at Ninth and Market 
streets. A week ago, while at work at 
Woodlawn, he was putting an old wagon- 
bed onto the frame, when-the bed accident- 
ally slipped and caught his right hand, 
abrading the skin. N te 

Tetaus commenced to develop. Friday 
morning, and progressed with remarkable 
rapidity. 

Armstrong’s jaws are firmly set, but by 
strong force they can be separated about 
a quarter of an inch. He is fed by enema. 
He came here about a year ago from Ire- 
land, where he taught school.

X rays, which, if successful, will rank with 
the greatest discoveries of the century. In 
connection with President Wilson they 
had a discussion to-day as to whether or! 


tagious and other diseases. The two doc- 
tors were of the opinion that there was a 
possibility that the rays could be utilized 
in the extermination of germs such as those 
of diphtheria. . . 

It was decided to make the experiments at 
once. There are always healthy germs on 
hand at the Board of Health contained in 
small tubes. The diphtheria germs experi- 
mented with were expoged to the rays for 
thirty minutes. After that the germs were 
placed on a mixture of blood serum for 
cultivation. They will be kept for twenty- 
four hours. If the germs ere killed entirely 
as the doctors hope then the experiment 
must be pronounced a@ great success. Most 


Consumption germs are killed more readily 
than any others when exposed to light. 

Since the rays pass through the flesh the 
doctors think it would be well for them to 
experiment with a person who is suffering 
from consumptioin. Whether or not such a 
method will prove successful remains to be 
seen, The doctors are of the opinion that 
for humanity’s sake they cannot begin any 
experiment too soon.

the creature of man. Originally, of course, 
he was a wild but always distinctly 
a dog. He is com vely recent in his 
appearance, but is well defined even in 
his earliest state “Fossil remains of 
him have been found in France and Bel- 
gium, and the geologists of the United 
States Geological Survey in the West have 
found remains of eighteen species, rang- 
ing in size from one so small that it could 
curl up in one’s hand to another as large 
as a bear. 

The belief that a dog howls around a 
house just before the death of an inmate 
is one of the semaing of 1 old star wor- 
ship of primeval times. Then it was said 
that the soul of men travéled along, the 
Milky Way toward the home of the blest 
under guidance of a big dog. And all dogs 
watched for the departure of the soul. 

The spectral dog is heard of everywhere 
and under a great variety of forms. He Is 
wild and shaggy, and at times one can hear 
him rushing through the air uttering un- 
earthly howls, particularly when the wind 
is high. But wherever you fi the dog, he 
is always more the companion than the 
seryant of man. He lives with the family, 
and the hearthstone is his throne; for it he 
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ut far more in ng than these ca 
tured comets are those which; while 2 
have visſted the sun, have never apparently 
acknowledged its dominion. They come on 
orbits hyperbolical and parabolical, and 
pass out,again on similar paths. Traveli 
along such orbits they can never be expect 
to return to the sun. They must go out into 
space until they eventually fall into the at- 
traction of another sun. . 
It is this fact—that most of the comets 
disappear into ce when they go away 
—that has given birth to the idea that in a 
cectain sense they are the messengers of 
the universe. ‘ 
The astronomers to-day properly enough 
scout the idea that a comet can be an in- 
habited body, yet it has been believed that 
comets were inhabited worlds. If we could 
accept the idea—and nobody can prove that 
it is absolutely unfounded—then the inhabi- 
tants of the comets certainly are the great- 
est travelers of creation. Their journeys 
are made from star to star, and from sun 
to sun, Their lives, it would be fair to as- 
sume, must be measured by millions and bil-. 
lions of years, because such spaces of time 
as that would be required to pass from one 
of the suns of the universé to another. 
But without any relation to the question 
of the possibility of comets being inhabited 
—a possibility which must be said again no
